Police Background Unit — Explained the Different Levels of Backgrounds
1. Type A
a. Most in depth
b. Investigation includes: fingerprinting, review of financial records, home
interviews, search of intelligence databases

c. Currently takes approximately two months to complete
d. Approximately 400 conducted per year

2. Type B
a. Very similar to a Type A, but less detailed
b. Mainly used for agencies other than Department of Public Safety

3. TypeC
a. Search of intelligence databases
b. Approximately 2,500 conducted per year



V. REGULATORY SCHEMES
A. Deputy Commissioner Jerry Farrell, Assistant State’s Attorney Michael Gailor,
Trooper Seth Mancini, and Wil Blanchette recently traveled to New York to meet with

members of the Business Integrity and Anti-Corruption Commission.

1. Commission was created to diminish/eliminate organized crime's influence on
the public wholesale food markets, private trash hauling industry and
gambling industry. Model appears to promote more competitive environment.

i. Commission has full range of investigative and regulatory powers

Licensing Component
i. Background check after initial application submitted
ii. Must reapply every two years

Criminal Investigation
i. Continuously monitor existing licensees
